JOCKEY NOTTER A ROUGH RIDER. 

Keene’s Rider of Next Year In Need of a 
Severe Check. 

Washington. D, C., Novenibor 17. — Much hot- 
headed talk resulted from “Joe” Nutter's handling 
of Oraeiilmu in the ('olumhia Handicap yt‘sterday 
at Beimlng. The Imy. who on several occasions 
heretofore has ridden in niiieli the same manner, 
was seen to distinctly carry mit Dolly Spanker on 
the turn for home, then la.v against him with his 
horse’s lieail polnteil diagonally across the track, 
and seriously bump the other. In spite of all 
this. Mr. Wilson’s gelding recovered aud came on. 
looking all over a winner until he was within fifty 
yards of the end, when CiMuedienne l>eat him out. 

Because Comedienne is trained by George Odom, 
who owns Oraculuin, the incidents of the race 
brought out all the latent bad feeling on a track 
which m*eds only moderate provocation to arouse 
it. The metroiYolitan race-going imblic is a patient 
one, and seldom manifests openly its displeasure. 
Neither did yesterday’s as.seinblage. made up chiefly 
of New Yorkers, for though many saw the rough 
riding, tbo.v did not make a demonstration because 
the aggressor was beaten. But it was when they 
examined th»*ir race cards and saw that Odom trains 
both the winner and Oraculuin. that the aftermath 
assumed proportions of a scamlal. The argument 
was made that the western custom of coupling 
in the lK*ttiug all horses trained by one man. 
was the fairest to the lH*tting public and should 
be adopted by the layers and players iu the cast. 
The claim was made that Oraculuin had clearly 
knoc'ked Dolly Spanker out of his chance of win- 
ning, and hence Ins stable-trained companion should 
not be permitted to benefit by it. Not that Odom 
had planned the rough riding, but that he bene- 
fited by it, was the burden of the complaints. 

In order to help the Renning meeting, it has 
long been the custom f<tf well-known trainers to 
bring on from New York iu their cars horses 
owned by gentlemen who wish to race here, but 
whose trainers could not without inconvenieuee 
leave New York. Thus “Tom” Healey was in 
charge of Harry I’ayne Whitney’s horses, includ- 
ing Royal Tourist, up to the hour that the stable 
was ordered re-shi|)iK*d to New’ Y'ork on account of 
the death of Mr. Barney, an uncle by marriage of 
young Mr. Whitney. If this bad not occurred, it 
was a possibility that Healey would have continued 
to direct the training of Royal Tourist for tlie 
Grand Consolation, the most important stake run 
ln*re, notwithstanding that lor his employer, Mr. 
R. T. Wilson. Jr.. Healey also would be training 
Faleaila for the same race. Such incidents as this 
have lK'(*n seen here before, but no one ever thought 
of making a scandal out of the matter because the 
trainers have faith in ea<*U other’s honesty. 

No one for a moment would charge George Odom 
with a delilx*ratc plot to order his jockey t<» foul a 
contender with one of his horses in order to 
help the chances of another. Still, the foul took 
place, and no one regrets the damage done to Mr. 
Wilson’s interests more than the young trainer him- 
self. It would l>e a bad bt'ginning of his career 
as a trainer to go lK*forc the turf w’orld with such 
a blot on his reputation. 

The real cause of the trouble yesterday was the 
“win, tie or wrangle” methiKl of Notter, who, as 
already said in this letter, has more than once 

ridden just such races on New’ Y'ork tracks. Tlie 
sooner the stewards here and in New Orleans, 
where he will ride during the winter, show’ Notter 
how* dangerous such foul ridiiig is to his employers’ 
interests, the better for the men w’lio will l>e pay- 
ing bis salary. It would be a costly thing to Mr, 
Keene, for inslanec, some <lay next s(*ason, if 

.Nidter, who is to ride for him, should he dlsquali- 
lied alter just siicli an ineident as that of tislay. 

•Miller did imnli t<» provoke otlieial action in the 
se.ison of IJhk;. lM*fore he was finally punished for 
roiigli riding aii'l, without doubt, be benefited by 
(he lesson, for in I'JOT. his ofTenses in this re- 
spect wen* so few or so unimportant, as to cause 
no gossip wiiatever. The same les.son taught to 

Notter in time to be ellicaeious. would prevent a 

lot of trouble, not only for himself, but for his 
employers. 

It is a fact that some of the feuds of the turf 
owe their origin to the iinehecked zi*al of noted 
joek(*ys resorting to any metluNl to win. in doing 
which they destroy e«l the chances of oi»posing 
horses. “Tim 1“ Sloan might still be a j(M*key of 
note if he had never Jett England in August of 
I'.MK) to ride Ballyhoo Bey in the Futurity and 
Flat hush Stakes, both of which ho won, hut in the 
latter oeeurred the memorable foul ridiiM^ in wiii<*h ^ 
a Keene colt was so much intorf<*red with that the 
imim'diate result was one of the most sensational 
seem*s ever witne.ssed iu or aliout a stew’ards’ 
stand, though the auditors were few in number. 
It was .'^loan’s zeal which jireeipitated this, and it 
may bC the fate of Notter to bring almut a reiieti- 
tion of the regrettable affair unless the boy is 
given promiit notic-e to cease his rough riding. 

While the advocacy of coupling in the betting 
all Iiorses trained by one man may never receive 
the endorsement of either the Jockey Club or of 
many horse owners, because of the great injustice 
it would work in particular instances, tlierc is a 
way out of the complication which the mucli 
nialignod trotting turf affords as a preceilcnt. In 
certain contingencies two trotting horses trained 
by one man could not start in one event unless one 
was jdaced in charge r»f another trainer ten days 
before the race. Let som(*thing like this lie done 
on the running turf, only extend the lime to the 
morning of the day of the race, or at not>n on that 
tlay. This will help to minimize the feeling that 
comi»lieity existed, for it would make the traim*r 
iu charge responsible for the condition of the ani- 
mal that day, the riding orders he. might give and 
other matters which the rules of racing make a 
trainer responsible for. Then let the jockeys of 
each horse he held strictly responsible for what 
they do in a race, and, with vigilant, but w’oll bal- 
anced, stew’anls looking on, there w’ould be little 
or no fault to l>e found. 

It has sometimes hapi»*ned that tw’O horses have 
started in a race trained by one man. One horse 
would be at a short price and the other at a long 
prii*c*, yet the chances of the latter to win might 
la* really as giaal as those of the favorite. It 
wHHild be inanif(*stly unfair to the ow’iier of the 
long-priced horse to have both coupled in the 
betting, simply bee^usi* he chooses to imt his 
horse in the hands of a man in whom ho has faith. 

On the English turf there are many of the high- 
class trainers who handle horses for at least a 
dozen turfmen and freiiiiently start tw’o or more 
in a race, but there is never any scandal from this 
perfectly natural and proper privilege.

TEA TRAY’S MERITORIOUS CAREER. 

Among the high-class racers of fifteen or fw’ent.v 
years .*igo was Tea Tray, by Rayon d’Or — Ella T. 
His first start in 1887, as a two-year-old, was in 
the Hudson Stakes at Gravesend, where he ran 
third to King Fisfli aud Guarantee. On the next 
day of the tuiiue uieellug he won u yurtse racy l 4 



ordinary field. In his next effort ho finished fourth 
in the Bedford Stakes, and then W’on the Sequence 
Stakes at Jerome Park a few’ days later from King 
Fish, Now or Never and ITince Royal. He won his 
next two starts, the May' Stakes at Gravesend and 
a purse race at Sheepshead Bay. After this he 
fall«*d to land a race that year, although he finished 
s*‘i*ond in the Good Bye Stakes at Sheepshead Bav 
and third in the Autumn Stakes and the Reaper 
Stakes at the same course in the fall. 

Tea Tray took but one race as a three-year-old. 
After running second to Specialty iu the First 
Special he w’on the Fort Hamilton Handicap at 
Gravesend. Although not w’inning again this sea 
son. he finished second or third in several stakes, 
notably among them the Withers at Jerome Park, 
running third to Sir Dixon and Prince Royal: third 
t<» Raeelaud in the Emporium Stakes at Sli€*eps- 
head Bay; third in the Barnegat Stakes to Race- 
land and Fitz James at Monmouth; second to Prince' 
Royal in the Jerome Stakes at Jerome Park, and 
third in both the Breckenridge and Dixie Stakes at 
Baltimore. 

The four-year-old career of this gallant son of 
Rayon d’Or was a grand one, In which he annexed 
eleven rtces, many of his achievements being goo-l 
performances. His first attempt was a victor.v iu 
a handicap at Gravesend, defeating good horses. 
Tlien came two defeats and two wins, the latter 
two purses at Brighton Beach. Tea Tray’s next 
successful effort was in the Stirrup Cup at Slieeps- 
head Bay, Avhere he won pulling up by eight lengths 
from Barrister, his solitary oiiponent. Then came 
his victories in the Cone.v Island and Brighton 
Handicaps at Brighton Beach on successive day *. 
Following these wins came the Harvest Handicap 
at Monmouth, where he defeated the good horses 
Tristan, Badge and Hypocrite. September 10, 1881). 
Tea Tray was starteil in the fifth and sixth races 
at Sheepshead Ba.v. but failed to win either one, 
although he finished second iu the first and ran 
fifth in the other. Tea Tray won the Mayflower 
Stakes easily by three lengths from Retrieve, and 
a handicap at two-mile heats, in w’hich he van- 
quished his opponents by six lengths in the first 
beat and eight lengths in the second. His next 
two efforts w’ere failures, where he finished un- 
placed in both, the last starts of the year. 

Tea Tiay started out in 1800 with a defeat In 
the New Y'ork Jockey Club’s Handicap at Graves- 
end by Tenny, Tristan, Badge and others of high 
class. In the Algeria Handicap at the same track 
he suffered another setback a few days later. A 
purse race at Sheepshead Bay, in which he beat 
Sir Dixon by six lengths, was bis next essay. He 
finished second in the Bay Ridge Handicap, third 
in the Coney Island Cup to Firenze aud Cassius and 
was twice unplaced before he was victorious again. 
Four successes iu a row wound up his live-year-old 
racing. One of these, the Monmouth Cup, he cap- 
tured, beating a grand band of opponents, including 
Lavinia Belle, Tristan, I’rince Royal, Los Angeles 
and Firenze. 

Tea Tray, as a six-year-old, finished third to 
Tenny and Prince Royal in tlie New’ York Jiwkey 
Club Handicap, it being bis first start of the sea- 
son. Ho was not raced again for a month, when 
ill* ran in the Suburban, finishing last in a field of 
ten. Raceland and Masterlode both took his ineas 
ure in tw’o purse races at Sheepshead Bay, he fin- 
ishing second on both occasions. At Brighton Beach, 
on July 7, Tea Tray, LowTander aud St. Luke w’ere 
pitted against each other in a dash of a mile and 
an eighth. Tea Tray, with 134 pounds up, am! 
Lowlander carrying 105, ran a dead heat. It w’tis 
decided to run the race off, the result lioing Tea 
Tray first by fifteen lengths. He started twice at 
Sheepshead Bay in the fall and failed to win, but 
ran a creditable race when he finished third to 
I’es.s-ira and Now or Never. 

Tea Tray won three races at the Brighton Beach 
meeting and, in his next start, he was lM*aten a 
head by Willie L. .\t the Sheepshead Bay fall 
meeting Tea Tray was suce«*ssful in a giKwl field 
in the Average Stakes and defeated, among others. 
Reckon and Kingston. 

Running third to .MonVina aud Stratiuncath in 
the Labor Day Handicai>, uniilaccd to Slcijmcr, Low- 
landcr and Rex in a pursi* race and si*cond to Dc 
Mnth in the “Old Time Race” of four miles at 
Sheepshead Baj’ wound up the career of this good 
old campaigner.

SALVATOR’S MOST DANGEROUS RIVAL. 



The Story of Tenny’s Illustrious Career in a 
Time of Racing Giants. 

D. T. Pulsifer introduced to turf devotees iu 
1888 the bay colt Tenny, by Rayon d’Or — Belle of 
Maywood, well known afterw’ard as the “sway- 
back.” His career as a two-year-old was nothing 
to enthu.se over, as be won but two races in seven- 
teen starts. His tw’o victories were in a purse 
race at Latonia, where be beat a mediocre baud 
at five and a half furlongs in 1:10, and a few 
days later at the same track he vamiuished such 
high-class racers as Castaway II., winner of the 
Brooklyn Handicap two y(*ars later, Hindoocraft 
and 8iK»kane in a three-quarters dash on a heavy 
track in 1:171. 

As a three-year-old the “swayback” had an en- 
viable record, winning ten of his eighteen starts, 
finishing second in four, third iu two and un- 
placed in two. Starting at Gravesend May 21, 
1889, he was b<*aten a short head by Joe Lee after 
leading to the final sfrides. Then, after a defeat by 
that good racer and subsequently good sire. Long- 
street, he beat Major Domo and other good ones in 
the Fort Hamilton Handicap at Gravesend aud also 
captured th<? Volunteer Handicap at Sheei»shead 
Bay. The Rcalizatioq was the scene of a gallant 
struggle between Tenny and Salvator, where the 
latter boat him a nose after a fierce sttuggle at the 
end. 

Tenny’s next essay was at .Monmouth and resulted 
in a victory over such high-class thoroughbreds as 
Madstone, Badge, V3>lunteer II., Fitz James and 
others. The Eatontow’ii Stakes and Choico Stakes 
at Muniiioutb, Van Nest and Electric Stakes, and 
Pelham B^iy Handicap at Morris Park, fell to his 
prowess before he suflfered defeat. In the Electric 
Stakes be disposal of the mighty Hanover, the 
siieedy ileraldine and Madstone, covering the tliroe- 
quarlers of a mile of the Eclipse I'onrse in 1:12. 
Tenny then snceuinbed to Volunteer II. at Sliieps- 
head Bay in the Speed Stakes and retrieved him- 
self a few days later by w’inniug Uie FulliMi Stakes 
from such high-class ones as Seuorita, Hindoocraft, 
Come-to-Taw’. Longstreet and Eric. The FTrst 
Special was the scene of a great struggle in which 
Kiugstou uuU Raeelaud liuibUet) iu froiit at Tt'uu^* 



the “swayback’’ coming with a great burst of 
sj>eed and losing second place h.V a head. Tenny 
also finisheil third in the Second Special, being 
beaten by Rei>orter and Ix)s Angeles,, Reporter 
winning by three lengths, Ixis Angeles a nei'k iu 
front of Tenny. The last two starts of the year 
W’ore iu the Oakland Stakes, which he won from 
Badge, Lavinia Belle, I»s .\ugeles and others, and 
the Tidal Stakes, in w’hich he ran unplaced, both 
races lioing at the Morris Park fall meeting. 

Starting as a four-year-old, Tenny won his first 
four races, the first being the New Y'ork Jockey 
riiib Handicap at a mile and a quarter with 1*23 
lH>unds up, running the distance in 2:07f and win- 
ning in a canter by three lengths. After this tw’o 
purse races fell to his credit, then came the West- 
chester Cup. which he won in a canter by twelve 
lengths from his solitary opponent, Sorrento, lioing 
at 1 to 15 in the betting. The Suburban came 
next for this gallant son of Rayon d’Or. In this 
race he had to be content with third place, Salva- 
tor and Cassius taking his measure. Such go<Ml 
racers as Strideaway, Raceland, Firenze aud Prince 

Royal finished beliiiul him. 

On June 2.3. 1890, the great match race at a 
mile and a quarter for $.3,000 a side and $;3.(HK) 

added, was run at Sheepshead Bay lietween Tenny 
and .Salvator, his old rival. It W’as truly a battle 
royal. Salvator came aw’ay at the quarter and in- 
creased his adavntage ns they* turned into the 
homestretch. Here Tenny drew’ up and, under the 
vigorous handling of “Snapper” Garrison, just 
failed to get up, and was beaten a nose in one of 
the most exciting races ever run on the American 
turf. The time of the race, 2:03, stood as an 

American record for several years. 

Tenny captured the Eatontown Stakes for the 
second time, defeating that great race mare. Fi- 
renze, easily by two lengths at Monmouth August 
2. Then F’irenzo turned the tables and won from 
Tenny by a neck, running a mile and a half in 
2:33j. In the Champion Stakes at Monmouth Park 
Salvator again demonstrated his superiority wlien 
ho defeated Tenny by four lengths, running the 
mile and a half in 2:33>1. both carrying 122 pounds. 
Tenny then started in a trial against time at a 
mile at Brighton Beach, w’hich association offered 
$2,300 if Ten Broeck’s record of 1:39} w’as beaten, 
'fhe ‘Vsw’ayback” failed In the attempt, making the 
distance in 1:40L or one sei*ond slow’er. His last 
race of the year was for the Labor Day Stakes at 
Sheepshead Bay, w’here he was victorious over 
Firenze, Prince Royal and Rhono. 

When a five-year-old Tenny duplicated liis feat 
of the year before by winning the New’ York 
Jockey Club Handicap. Tw’cnty horses started in 
this event, of w’hich the names of Prince Royal. 
Ti*a Tray, Banquet, Judge Morrow. Riley. Russell, 
Castaway II.. Santiago and Seuorita will l»e re- 
called as horses of high class in days gone I»y. 
'fristan, carrying IIG iioiinds to 129 on Tenny, heat 
him in the Metroi>olitan Handicap* this year by 
three-iiaarters of a length, Tristan’s time for the 
mile and an eighth, 1:511, stood for many years 
as a record. Tenny’s next win w’as in the Ocean 
Stakes at Monmouth, where he scored over King- 
ston, his only opponent. Both carried 124 pounds. 
Tenny captured tw’o more races this year, the 
Flight Stakes at Sheepshead Bay and the First 
Special at Gravesend. The latter he w’on iu a 
canter by four lengths. 

The last year on the turf of this famous little 
“swayback” w’as not proiUictive of much glory or 
money winnings. His only w’in was in a purse 
race* at Monmouth, where he van<iuislied Long 
Beach, the only other starter. He finisheil .second 
to Kingston in the Eatontown Stakes, whieli he 
had won tw’ii*e before. His last race was for a 
purse on the opening day of the Gravesend fall 
nn*eting. in wliich he ran unplaced. Then eaine his 
retirement to the stud.

Of the living sires the Missouri 
owned S’ain is at the head, with a close race be- 
tween him and Has'ings for second place in the 
sire list of the year. Sain apiiearing likely to hold 
bis advantage. Doth have many repre.sen tat Ives in 
training and racing at the winter tracks, but. bar- 
ring Olorltier, the best of the Sain.s appear to 
outcla.ss Hastings’ representatives, and are more 
likely to increase Sain’s advantage over his rival 
than to permit it to diminish.
